A Benefit To Agriculture 


THE WORK OF THE United Nations Organization is overshadowed a 
great deal of the time by spectacular news from all over the world, but al- 
though it does not always occupy public attention it is interesting to know 
that work is going steadily forward to accomplish the purposes laid down 
when the organization was formed. Of particular interest to the people here 
is the activity of the Food and Agriculture Organization since much of its 
work is connected with the improvement of methods of¥farming, the more 
efficient distribution of agricultural products and other related matters, Of 
wide interest to people in the West was the recent appointment of Dr, L. 
FE. Kirk, dean of agriculture at the University of Saskatchewan, as head of 
the plant industry branch of the agricultural division of the F.A.O, 

° * * ° ° 

‘ The main objective of the Food and Agridulture 
Hopes To Raise Organization is to raise the standard of living in 
Cast countries where the population lives for the most 
Living Levels part at starvation level, and to help them to im- 
prove and increase their food production. One of the problems to be dealt 
with under Dr. Kirk’s direction will be concerned with the preservation and 
storage of food. It is estimated that over one-half of the food which is put 
on the market is lost because of poor storage facilities. If this loss could be 
overcome it would be a big factor in increasing the world food supply. Dr. 
Kirk will also deal with problems of pests and insect plagues, such as grass- 
hoppers, which may attack crops to the extent of seriously affecting the 

production of important foods.

» Another important branch of Dr. Kirk’s work will be 
will Attempt concerned with the creation of a central source 
which will give out information concerning valuable 
Pest Control genetic stocks of animals and plants throughout the 
world. Means will also be sought of ensuring that such stock will be pre- 
served and be always available to farmers of any country associated in the 
U.N.O. In carrying out such work Dr. Kirk will be performing a valuable 
service to agriculture throughout the world, and it is gratifying to know 
that an official of one of our Western Canadian universities was selected 
for this important position, 


'LEARN HAIRDRESSING How To Remove 


FRUIT STAINS 


Summer fruits bring enjoyment 
but they also bring worries if we 
have the misfortune of getting their 
juices on our clothes—and most of 
us do at some time or other. 

However it is comforting to know 
that most fruit stains may be re- 
moved when they are fresh by pour- 
ing boiling water over them. How- 
ever there are exceptions to this, as 
| to most rules. 

The exceptions are fresh peach, 
| pear, cherry or plum stains which 
contain enough tannin to be darken- 
led and set by heat. On stains made 
by these four fruits use cool water 
and glycerine or a soapless shampoo. 
(Never use soap because it sets the 
stain.) First, sponge the stain with 
cool water. Then work a little glyc- 
|erine or soapless shampoo into the 
|stain rubbing lightly between’ the 
|hands, Let stand several hours, then 
|apply a few drops of vinegar and al- 
low to remain a minute or two before 
rinsing thoroughly with water. 

This same method is recommended 
for fruit stains on wool or silk. On 
these fabrics boiling water should 
never be. used, because it. may injure 
the fabric. 

Cool water and glycerine are also 
recommended for stains made by to- 
mato juice and catsup.

May Pay Back 


Compulsory 
Savings By 1949 


OTTAWA, — Canadian taxpayers 
who have been looking forward to 
getting back from the Government 
$261,000,000 worth of wartime ‘‘com- 
pulsory savings”, may get their 
money sooner than they expected— 
in two years instead of three. 

As it stands, the Government 
owes the following amounts. 

$261,000,000. to personal income 
taxpayers. 
$259,196,000 to excess profits tax- 
payers. 

Hon, Douglas Abbott, Minister of 
Finance, during discussion of his de- 
partmental estimates in the House of 
Commons, said he would make no 
promises, but he could see advan- 
tages in paying back all that was 
owed in two payments instead of 
three, as was originally provided for. 
This would mean that the debt would 
be paid by 1949 instead of 1950.

Golfing, Swimming and Seeking Shelter Under 
Trees During Storms Should Be Avoided 


A golf caddie was recently killed 
by lightning because his group of 
enthusiasts insisted on playing dur- 
ing a thunderstorm. This is an ex- 
ample of the silly things people do 
which add to the death toll from 
lightning. 

Nine out of 10 fatalities from 
lightning occur in rural areas, ac- 
cording to a survey of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co. City dwellers 
are relatively safe, partly because 
the steel structures of tall buildings 
act as lightning conductors. 

People in the country are more 
| likely to be caught some distance 
from a safe shelter and are more 
likely to be targets for the electrical 
| discharge, particularly if they are on 
la broad field. Safest place in rural 
‘areas during a storm is a building 
well equipped with lightning rods. 

The metal bodies of automobiles 
protect the occupants, even if the 
car is struck by lightning.

UNDULANT FEVER SAID 
THREAT TO HEALTH OF U.S. 
Brucellosis, more commonly known 

as undulant fever or Malta fever, is 
a source of potential danger to the 
| United States national health, it was 
| Stated in an editorial in the Journal 
on the American Medical Association 
| recently. This infection is harbored 
| by goats, cows and hogs, and humans 
| contract it by drinking raw (unpas- 
| teurized) milk or handling infectious 
| material. 


United States has averaged about 
4,000 yearly for the past several 
years,” but added that as only the 


relatively severe acute illnesses are | 
diagnosed and reported, it is prob-| 


able that actually 40,000 to 100,000 
infections occur annually, It was 
pointed out that chronic infections 
are rarely diagnosed, 

Applying this ratio to Canada, it 
| would appear that probably 19,000 
{to 50,000 infections occur annually 
in the Dominion. Figures for the 
years 1940 to 1945, inclusive, reveal 
a total of 1,124 cases reported for an 
;average annual rate of 187 cases. 
However, in 1940 there were only 
| 142 cases while in 1945 there were 
264. 

From this it would appear that, 
|comparatively, undulant fever in 
Canada is not the public health prob- 
lem it is in the United States. How- 
ever, the disease and its crippling 
and killing possibilities are with us 
—and will be with us as long as it 
;appears difficult to prevent, diagnose 
and apply treatment. 

The Journal . editorial concludes 
that “development of still better 
methods in diagnosis, treatment and 
prevention in animals and men, de- 
pends upon an increasing ‘brucellesis- 
mindedness’ and continued investiga- 
tion. The disease continues to be a 
major public health problem, Pas- 
teurization of all dairy products must 
remain the greatest bulwark against 
human infection until methods of 
control can be perfected.” 

Thus it can be seen that as far as 
dairy prceducts are concerned, pas- 
teurization is the only sure guard 
against undulant fever. Likewise, 
pasteurization is a sure guard against 
other milk-borne diseases such as 
bovine tuberculosis, typhoid fever, 
septic sore throat, paratyphoid and 
dysentery. 

Incidentally, the,Journal editorial 
remarks: that the annual food loss 
'in milk, butter, beef, veal and pork 
'from brucellosis reaches a staggering 
|total in calories of the kind most 
needed by an underfed world.

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k* BYPASSING the deadly white 
water of Hell’s Gate, 130 miles up 
the Fraser River from Vancouver,

industry of British Columbia. Into 
this treacherous swirl, created by a 
disastrous slide during railroad con- 
struction in 1913, millions of valuable 
sockeye have yearly climbed, strug- 
gied and died. 

One hundred and forty years ago, 
the explorer Simon Fraser called the 
gorge “a place where no human 
should enture’. Today it is safe not 
only for human adventurers but for 
tired salmon swimming back from 
the far reaches of the Pacific Ocean 
to their age-old spawning grounds 
high up the Fraser River, 

fixperts who have sttdied the fab- 
ulous salmon runs for many years 
estimate that 15,000,000 cases of 
sockeye, worth perhaps $180,000,000 


have been lost since 1913 because of | 
the Gate, a 1,500-foot stretch of river | 


boiling through a narrow defile of 
only 110 feet. Countless millions of 
eggs were never laid because of the 
jagged rocks of the Hell’s Gate 
cauldron. 

Today all this is changed. With 
specially designed fishways in place 


on each bank of the Gate, the salmon | 


run safely through. 


The fishways were completed in

Days, 
weeks or years later, when a repre- 
sentative number of sockeye are 
again netted for examination, some 
of the tagged salmon are found, en- 
abling experts to draw conclusioris 
about their movements.

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URGE FARM SAFETY 


As part of their conception of ser- 
vice to their farm customers, Canad- 
ian farm equipment dealers have sel- 
ected the week of August 18 to 23 as 
“Farm Equipment Safety Week.” 

In proclaiming this period for the 
sake ot emphasizing to farmers the haz- 
ards existing because of carelessness in 
the handling and use ef machinery, the 
dealers stress that every week .should 
be regarded as “Safety Week’. It is 
pointed out that every year scores of 
farmers are painfully injured and fre- 
quently others are killed through ne- 
glect to observe ordinary precautions 
or dispensing with the use of protection 
such sheilds as for pewer take-off and 
drive chains. 

Dealers are also aware of the loss 
occassioned farmers each year by fires. 
They emphasize the wisdom of pre- 
venting fires by perodice checking of 
electrical wiring, heating systems and 
other likely places where fires could 
originate. Likewise stressed is the val- 
ue of cleaning up buildings and gro- 
unds, not only from the standpeint of 
better appearance and more efficient 
farming but also because untidy prem- 
ises invite both fires and accidents. 

The dealers in farming equipment in 
Olds are only too happy to co-operate 
with the farmers in lessening the dam- 
age caused by accidents and farm fires.

General: Poor.moisture conditions 
throughout most of the province 
has continued until three or four 
days ago when rain together with 
cooler weather eased the situation 
At*the present time crops in many 
districts are making a recovery 
from continued dry weather and 
the general outlook at this time is 
fair to good, Although showers were 
received over large areas the con- 
ditions in the south-eastern and 
east-central portions still continue 
fair to poor. 

Field. Crops: Reeent rains have 
have changed the crop outlook con- 
siderably. Hot dry weather prevail- 
ing during most of July caused da- 
mage to crops and in sections of the 
south-eastern portion ef the pro- 
| vince damage is beyond recovery. 
In the central and northern parts 
| and in the Peace River district con. 
; ditions now are reported good. 
Crops have progressed rapidly and 
practically all wheat is now headed 
and 90% of the coarse grains. Pre- 
sent reports would indicate that a- 
bout an average crop will be har- 
vested with yields some what below 
that ef 1946. A few reports have 
been received where cutting early 
séwn crops has taken place but it is 
estimated that wheat cutting gen- 
erally will not commence until Aug-

Pasmo of Flax 

Pasmo is the latest disease of 
flax to attract attention in Western 
Canada. The disease has been 
known in Manitoba for several 
years, but it did not appear in 
Saskatchewan until 1946, It has 
not been found in Alberta. 
What is Pasmo?. Pasmo is a 
fungus disease of flax. It causes 
a premature ripening and drying of 
the seed. The disease first appears 
as small, brown spots on the leaves. 
Later, the diseased leaves tend to 
fall off, and distinet brown spots 
appear on the stem. These spots 
enlarge and join together to encircle 
the stem. Finally, alternate bands 
of brown and green are formed. 
These mosaic bands make it easy 
to. recognize Pasmo Jate in the 
season,
